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WONDERFUL REVIVAL WORK. 


Evangelist Martin a Power in the Pulpit 


— Thirty.seven Conyers ions 


Sunday Morning. 


Evangelist T. T. 
Martin 
of 
Louisville, Ky., who arrived 
Sat­ 
urday from 
Rockdale, where he 
had been holding a meeting, be­ 
gan his work in the great revival 
at the First Baptist church in this 
city Sunday morning. 
The meet­ 
ing was begun here April 8 by 
Rev. J. F. Hailey, who is associa­ 
ted with Evangelist Martin in the 
great work. 
Rev. Hailey preach­ 
ed twice daily throughout the past 
week and the interest in the meet* 
ing has all along been most pro­ 
nounced. 
Rev. Hailey presented 


the gospel forcibly, logically and 
with telling effect, and Evangelist 
Martin found the people ready and 
responsive at the first 
service, 
with several conversions and addi­ 
tions to the church already accom 
plished. 
Evangelist Martin spoke four 
times to large audiences, some of 
which overflowed the large church, 
on Sunday. 
H e addressed a Sun­ 
day school mass meeting Sunday 
morning at IO o’clock, presenting 
in a simple and convincing m an­ 
ner the plan of salvation. 
At the 
close of the service a large num 
her professed faith in Christ, mak 
ing the occasion notable as decis 
ion day in the Sunday school. 
At l l o’clock Evangelist Martin 
read a scripture lesson from the 
eleventh chapter of Acts, and se 
lected for his text the first three 
verses of the fourteenth chapter of 
John: 
“ Let not your heart be troubled; 
ye believe in God, believe also in 
me. 
“ In m y father’s house are m any 
mansions; if it were not so, 
I 
would have told you. 
I go to pre­ 
pare a place for you. 
“ And if I go and prepare a place 
for you I will come again and re­ 
ceive you unto myself; that where 
I am, there ye may be also.” 
The subject of the sermon 
was 
“H eaven,” and the evangelist con­ 
troverted the popular idea that 
heaven is only a small place and 
hell a very large one. 
H e showed 
that in the death of babies alone 
God gets the major part of the 
hum an race before the devil gets a 
chance at them, and that the hosts 
of heaven are “ a vast multitude 
which uo man can num ber.’’ 
He 
showed that there is no contradic­ 
tion between the Bible and science 
and quoted from the certified dec­ 


laration of 700 em inent scientists 
to this efleet. 
He declared his be­ 
lief in the literal distruction of the 
earth by fire from the solid fire 
within it. the surface being less 
thick in proportion than the shell 
of an egg, find recounted ecientific 
observations of planetary 
bodies 
that have b u r n e d for m onths *^d 
disappeared; also of th ir^ * 1 con­ 
stellations that have disappeared 
and ten new 
ones which 
made 
their appearance in one hundred 
years. 
He emphasized the joys of heav­ 
en as being a place where we shall 
know something— where 
knowl­ 
edge will be perfect and the 
man 
who has two talents, for which he 
has given a good account, will 
be 
blessed in 
knowledge and favor 
even as the man with five talents. 
Then there will be the joys 
of 
meeting loved ones, but most of all 
the joy of seeing Christ himself, 
the great loving Redeemer of m an­ 
kind. 
This and much more along the 
same line, delivered fervidly and 
with the rapidity of a 
Phillips 
Brooks, held the wrapt attention 
of the congregation until the close, 
when four or five 
more persons 
stood up in acknowledgement of 
their faith in the Savior. 
Dr. 
Butler, the pastor, announced that 
there were in all thirty-seven con­ 
versions at the two morning servi­ 
ces. 
There were also two addi­ 
tions to the church at the close of 
the l l o’clock service. 
Evangelist Andrews lectured at 
3:30 in the afternoon on “ Married 
Life; Its Present Day Dangers and 
Evils.” 
The 
texts for this dis­ 
course were from Ephesians 5, 22- 
23; Genesis 7, I; 
Romans 8, I; 
Malachi 4 ,6 , read in the order 
given. 
This powerful discourse 
deals with the home life; teaching 
obedience 
to children; 
showing 
that the Bible places the responsi­ 
bility of the government of the 
home upon the father; 
arraings 
the double standard of morals for 
the sexes, and puts forcibly forth 
the plain Biblical 
injunction to 
have children in the home, and to 
rear them to the glory of God and 
for his service. 
Sunday night Evangelist Martin 
preached from John 3, 16: “ For 
God so loved the world that he 
gave his only begotten son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting 
life.” 
The sermon was especially 
addressed to unbelievers, and was 
profound and logical. 
Evangelist Martin is not a strong 
believer in propositions to his con­ 
gregations. 
H e makes but one at 
the close of each service, and 
this 
is that those who believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ make profession 
of their faith by rising to their 
feet. 
Two services will be held daily 
as heretofore and the meeting will
